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The Ninth Report of the Ontario Parks Integration Board 
covers a period of twelve months, commencing with the lst 
day of January 1965 and ending with the 31st day of Deconces. 
1965. The report is a summary of the activities of the Board 
and a brief outline of the decisions reached at the meetings. 
| No amendments were made to the Act in the period covered 
by this report. The Members retained their respective posi- 
tions without alteration, during the year in review. 

The Ontario Parks Integration Board Act stipulates that 
"(2) The Board shall be composed of the Chairman of the 
Niagara Parks Commission, the Chairman of the St. Lawrence 
Parks Commission or a vice-chairman of that Commission des- 
ignated by the Commission, The Treasurer of Ontario, The 
Minister of Lands and Forests, The Minister of Economics and 
Development and their successors in office actus to time. 

(3) In addition to the members of the Executive Council 
specified in subdsection 2, the Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
may specify one or more other members of the Executive Coun- 
cil to be members of the Board," 

An Order-in-Council OC 354/6), dated the 30th day of 
January 196); named the Minister of Agriculture, the Minister 
of Tourism and Information, and the Minister of Energy and 
Resources Management to the Board. The Minister of ahi 
pal Affairs had been appointed to the Board by a previous 
Order—in-Council numbered OC 378/62, and the Minister of 
Public Works was added to the Board by Ordser-in-Council num- 


ber OC 2303/6 dated the 23 day of July 196). The same 
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(2 
Order-in-Council which named the Minister of Public Works to 
the Board also designated the Minister of Lands and Forests, 
and the Minister of Tourism and Information, as Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman respectively. The Board, ter otorst has ten 
members, eight of inondats of Cabinet rank, the aan two 
members being the Chairmen of the Niagara Parks and the St. 
Lawrence Parks Commissions. 

Nine meetings of the Board were held during the year 
1965. All were confined to the Parliament Buildings, the 
Cabinet Office Board Room being the usual location. one hun— 
dred and forty-one items of business pone dealt with. 

Two delegations were received and their submissions were 
studied in detail by the Board. 

One complete meeting was held to discuss the proposed 
development for Wasaga Beach. On this occasion submissions 
were heard from the Department of Lands and Forests (Parks 
Branch), 8nd from Project Planning Associates Limited, who 
were retained by the Department of Lands and Forests to com- 
plete a study of the initial portion of an overall develop- 
ment project. | 

The Member of the Legislature for Welland was invited to 
meet with the Board Members at the regular meeting on the 
3rd of March 1965 to discuss Park development in his riding. 
He was advised that an area in Thorold Township was under 
study as a possible site for a provincial park in Welland 
County. The Department of Public Works would be asked to 
ore options, if the area was found suitable. He volun- 


teered his support for the proposed area. The property was 
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3 
subsequently recommended as a suitable provincial park site 
by the Department of Lands and Forests. The Board Members 
approved of the recommendation andeine ee codatns Department 
of Public Works to try to obtain options on the designated 
lands. A report from this Department was not received by the 
end of the year. 

The Member of the Legislature for Renfrew South attended 
a portion of the meeting of the Board held on the 3rd of 
March. He requested that serious consideration should be 
given to the matter of the purchase of property on Round Lake - 
in Rdeherds Township. The Members of the Board gave favour- 
able consideration to his request, and the Department of 
Public Works eventually purchased a property for part of a 
Provincial Park site on Round Lake. 

A somiee staan of eight persons, including ae Chairman, 
Chief Planner, Commissioner of Works, Commissioner of Parks, 
and the Chairman of the Waterfront Committee, of the Muni- 
cipality of Metropolitan Toronto; the Chairman, and the Dir- 
ector of Operations of the Metropolitan Toronto and Region 
Conservation Authority, and the Reeve of Pickering Township 
met with the BoRnG Members at a regular meeting on the th 
of November, 1965 to recommend the possible acquisition of 
land and waters for park development in the Frenchman's Bay 
area in Pickering Township along Lake Ontario. ; 

The discussions revealed that the lands and waters in 
question were apparently privately owned. The Bay was the 
best small boat harbour between Toronto and Presqu'ile Bay, 
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a distance of about ninety miles, The land was desirable 
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for the long range, orderly development of a waterfront and 
park plan for Me neces? Toronto. The area is. situated out— 
side the limits of the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto, 
but it is within the area covered by the Metropolitan Toronto 
and Region Conservation Authority. The Township of Pickering 
is not financially able to acquire it. The delegation re- 
quested that the Province should purchase the required lands 
and waters, and hold them until one of the organizations is 
able to carry out the development. 

The Board Members advised the delegation that a study of 
the area and its conten ats be started immediately. Subse- 
quently the Department of Public Works was asked to make a 
report on the cost of acquiring lands and waters necessary 
for water access, as suggested by the Department of Lands and 
Forests, and the cost of acquiring lands and waters as re- 
quested by the delegation. The matter was still under investi- 
gation at the end of the year. 

A delegation of three irom the Cityiot Kingston, ‘repres— 
enting the Parkway Committee of the Quinte Association, met 
with the Board Members on the lth day of June to discuss a 
proposal for the construction of a parkway from the City of 
Kingston westward along Highway #33 to Adolphustown. The 
delegation asked that lands now offered for sale should be 
purchased immediately, end that additional lands should be 
acquired as they come on the market. The eventual total 
would consist of about 1800 acres with 38,500 feet of shore- 
line. There would be nine or more. parkettes, each with 


scenic, historic, or other important features, There should 
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be facilities for camping, picnicking, viewing, resting, and 


space for parking; sanitary facilities would be essentisl. 


The development would minimize the traffic and health hazards 


now esisting in the area. It would become an important. tour- 


ist attraction, The St. Lawrence Parks Commission would op- 


erate and administer the Parkway. The delegates advised that 


there was strong local support for the proposal. 


Immediately following the meeting the Board Members dir- 


ected that a joint committee made up of qualified representa-. 


tives of the St. Lawrence Parks Commission and the Department — 


of Lands and Forests should study the proposal and prepare a 


report on its implications and feasibility for the Board. 


This revort was filed in December but could not be dealt with 


before the end of the year. 


A new schedule of fees for park use which had been given 


approval at a meeting held on the 30th day of November, 196) 


came into use at the beginning of the 1965 operating season. 


The new fees affected directly parks under the Provinciel] 


Parks Act, and those under the St. Lawrence Parks Commission 


Act, and were as follows;

The fees for season's tickets to Upper Canada Golf Cowse were 


approved at;

These golfing fees were to be valid on week days, Monday 

to Friday, with a special additional $1.50 per day fee to 

season's ticket holders, for Saturday, Sunday, and holidays. 
These changes in the fees, where they affect provincial parks 
ie consequently reflected in fees of parks under the Parks 
Assistance Act, since these parks are required by regulation 
to charge, "fees not less than those charged in Provincial 
Parks", . 

The proposal to change the fee structure was ery, 
by the St. Lawrence Parks Commission and was strongly supported 
by the Department of Lands and Forests where it affected pro- 
vincial parks. It was expected that there would be some com- 
plaints arising from this action. Numerous letters and verbal 
complaints were directed to Members of the Board and to both 
the Department of Lands and Forests, and the Commission. Most 
people appeared agreeable to the action when ee were advised 
that the increase was necessary to make the parks self-support-— 
ing from the standpoint of operation and maintenance, and to 
meet the rising cost of these functions. 

Partly as a consequence of this change, some Conserve- 
tion Authorities made similar adjustments in their fees. 

The revenue from Provincial and St. Lawrence Commission 


parks showed a marked increase as a result of this action. 
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TRE PROVINCTAL PARKS ACT 


A total of thirteen areas were given Be Baer as 
new park sites by the Members of the Board, and the Depart— 
ment of Public Works was continuing negotiations. to purchase 
land in those sites oe os suitable. Land was purchased, 
on Round Lake in Renfrew County, in Chaffey Township of Mus- 
hala District, showsePointoin punnvlownshintos te Vamnenaae cunt, 
on Charleston Take in Rear of leeds and Lansdowne Townshins 
of Leeds County, and a large area in Bedford and Loughborough 
Townships of Frontenac County. A 

In the Fort Frances district 1128 acres of Crown land 
were approved for the new Pow-vow Grounds Provineisl Park, 
and negotiations were started to try to ourchase 60? acres 
of adjoining patented lands. Approval was given to operate 
the North Bay Crown beach in Hillier Township of Prince 
Edward County as a Provincisl Park, in conjunction with the 
established Sandbanks and Outlet Beach Provincial Parks. 

Other sites sear eds for detailed study included one 
area in each of Welland, Lincoln, Haldimand, and Ontario 
Counties, 9and two, sites,in. Bruce county. eTbemrssults of the 
studies will determine whether or not approval will be given 
for the establishment of new parks on any of the sites, 

Approval was given to add 6500 acres of Crown land to 
the 15,-acre Remi Lake Park in the Kapuskasing emedae 

Land was purchased to add to ten established parks, (as 
shown in the Appendix) to increase the size of the park and 
increase the efficiency of the operations. A number of leaseholds 


were acquired in Rondeau and Algonquin Parks where they were 
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offered for sale and where lands were required for the devel— 
opment of facilities. In Rondeau two leasehold interests 
offered for sale were acquired for Provincial Police Officers' 
summer quarters, It has been found necessary to have officers 
located in the park sunte the summer season. 

The matter of installing mechanically operated coin 
peers at Wasaga Beach Park was studied but, based on 
experiences dsewhere with similar equipment, the Board Mem- 
bers agreed that an installation at this park should not be 
undertaken at the present time. 

Negotiations were underway to acquire lands for additions 
GO (Six parks, lhe. lends were, Jin all cases, required to im- 
prove the facilities or add additional space to heavily used 
small parks. 

The first stage of a development study of the Wasaga Beach 
Park was approved by the Members of the Board, and authoriza- 
tion was given to purchase lands required for development 
when and if they are offered for sale. Only lands within the. 
planned area are to be considered, 

The Board Members gave approval for the Minister of Lands 
and Forests to enter into an agreement with the Township of 
Tiny of the County of Simcoe, for the construction, improve- 
ment, and rerouting of rosds made necessary by the purchase 
of an extensive park area in the north end of the Township 
near Methodist Point. ) 

During recent years increasing difficulty in controlling 
the use of the waterfront in provincial parks has been experi- 


enced. Therefore the Board Members approved a proposal to 
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extend the boundaries of 19 parks, 300' into the adjoining 
bodies of water; 13 parks, 500 feet; and ll others, distances 
varying from 100 feet on small Bones of water to 1320 feet 
in those fronting on the Grest Lakes, | 

The following official names were approved for Parks: 
Wheatley, on Lake Erie, south of the village of the same 
name in Romney Township of Kent County, Mara on the north- 
east shore of Lake Simcoe in ffs Township of Mara, County of 
Ontario, Point Farms on Lake Huron, lh miles north of Goderich 
in Colborne Township of Huron County, Balsam Lake on the west 
side of the northwest arm of the lake of the same sate in 
Bexley Township of Victoria County, Obatanga, an Ojibway name 
for a sand shoal, on Highway 17, halfway between Wawa and White 
River and Neys on Lake Superior-17 miles west of Marathon on 
Highway #17. | 

Approval was granted for the purchase of dio eacuniontt of 
Canada dock in the Turkey Point Park to provide more lake- 
front space plus a dock for fishing and boat anchorage. 

A total of eighty-two at oni of business concerning pro- | 
vincial parks was dealt with during the year. ‘This involved 
the study of over one hundred pages of summarized information 
and plans. | 


Additional tabular information regarding provincial parks 
can be found in the Appendix to this report. 


THE PARKS ASSISTANCE ACT 
Five new parks were given approval for establishment in 


1965, and three of these were for Indian Bands. The Chippewas 


of Rama established the Black River Park in Rama Township of 
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10 
Ontario County. The Garden River Indian Band established 
Ojibway Park nine miles east of Sault Ste. Marie, and the 
Walpole Island Indian Band established Highbanks pentane sees 
reservation on Walpole Island in Lake St. Clair, near Wallace— 
burg. The only other new Parks were established by the Town- 
ship of Rayside on Whitewater Lake near Sudbury, and the Town 
of Gore Bay on Manitoulin Island. 

Fifteen municipalities, and the Cape Croker Indian Band, 
each applied for and received approval for additional grants 
for development works in "Approved Parks", established in 
ee years. | 

Discussions were held at Board meetings regarding the 
advisability of revising the Act in order to make more funds 
available for the municipalities interested in providing park 
space. The Ontario Parks Association submitted a brief to 
the Board in November and asked for an opportunity to discuss 
the matter of increased grants at a regular meeting of the 
Board. Among the suggestions made in this report was the re- 
commendation that the ceiling of $50,000 should be removed to 
make the grants available to municipalities on a similar basis 
to those at the disposal of the Conservation Authorities 
where no maximum applies. It was not possible to arrange a 
suitable date for a joint meeting during the term covered 
herein. 

The Secretary was instructed to make a detailed study of 
the Act, and report to the Board on the necessary changes. 
This report was in process of compilation at the end of the 
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During the year complaints were received from private 
park operators that some Approved Parks under this Act were 
not charging fees as Sieain its deuke the regulations. Investi- 
gations were carried out and as a result, instructions were 
issued advising the municipalities involved of the regulation. 
The situation, in some cases, was cleared when it was explained | 
that, due to development, facilities were not in a stage where 
total fees could be cores coed et Assurance was given that 
proper fees would be collected as soon as possible, 

Additional information is shown in tabular form in the 


Appendix to this report. 


THE NIAGARA PARKS COMMISSION ACT 

The Niagara Parks Commission continued its study of ways 
of handling the increase ie the demand for parking for visi- 
tors roctne Falls ares, The Board directed that the Depart— 
ment or Public Works should obtain san eppraisal of the value - 
of lands required to provide the necessary space. While this 
was' being done, the Commission had continued to look into 
other suggestions, and requested that action on the matter 
should be withheld until all possible ways iota Br ariee with 
the parking problem had been explored. The Board Members 
agreed, and the information on the appraisal prepared by the 
Department of Public Works has been filed fon reference mater— 
ale lars | 
THE ST. LAWRENCE PARKS COMMISSION ACT 

The Commission recommended the purchase of eight and 
one-half acres of land adjoining the Ivy Lea Park to enlarge 


the use area. The vroperty in question had been offered for 
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sale, and the purchase was made more essential since the 
owner held a right-of-way across the existing park campsite. 
The Board Members approved of this recommendation, and the 
land was subsequently purchased and put into use as parkland. 

The Board Members also approved the eur ehase of approxi- 
mately 45 acres of land on the east side of Charlottenburg 
Park to enlarge the facilities in this heavily used area. The 
purchase of the property was completed and the land put into 
use on the lst of July, 1965. 

During the year the matter of a proposed parkway between. 
Kingston and asin asvoun was raised by the Parks Committee 
of the Quinte Association, as mentioned previously in this 
report. The Commission's General Manager, assisted by the Parks 
Supervisor for the Tweed Forest District of the Department 
of Lands and Forests carried out a detailed study of the pro- 
posal, and submitted a report as requested by the Board Mem— 
bers. Action on the report was not possible during 1965. 
However, the Board Members agreed that the matter should be 
dealt with as a problem of the Commission, since it was en- 
tirely within territory covered by the Commission, and that, 
if any “action was to be taken at the request of the Board or 


otherwise, it should be carried out by that authority. 


THE CONSERVATION AUTHORITIES ACT 


The Board approves all grants to Conservation DeLHORTeLes 
‘over $5,000, where recreation is the major consideration in a 
conservation area. The applications for grants cover all pur- 
chases of land for recreational use and costs of capital de- 


velopment for park use after purchase. During the year, 
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1. 
twenty-eight such applications were reviewed and approved. 
The applications came from nine of the established authori- 
ties and involved twenty-five idl eae Conservation Areas. 
The Halton Region Conservation Authority, and the Metro- 
politan Toronto and Region Conservation Authority both sub- 
mitted to the Board revised regulations governing the areas 
and the charges for entrance and for use of facilities. These 
were given Board approval ree: they had been reviewed. It 
is the objective of the Board to keep the fees and regula- 
tions as nearly uniform as possible across the Province. The | 
changes made in the regulations in both cases brought the fee 
structure more in line with the changes made in the Provincial 
Parks and the St. Lawrence Parks Commission Parks, Uniformity 
in this respect is difficult to achieve since the facilities 
BE epee vary re he in the different localities and con- 
servation authorities. In all, some ees of sum— 
marized information were studied in dealing with matters under 
this Act. 
| It was drawn to the attention of Board Members that some 
conservation authorities operate conservation sreas as parks, 
but do not change admission fees. An inquiry into this matter 
disclosed that the facilities at most of them were two or 
three picnic tables, and facilities such as privies and limi- 
ted parking space. Some authorities maintain that the costs 
of collecting fees would, at present, exceed the revenue 
derived from them. Board Members directed that every Author- ~ 
ity which obtains money through grants should be encouraged 


to develop facilities which would be worthy of charges being made 
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14, 
for their use. The users will then pay a large share of the 
cost of operation and maintenance. This is another indica- 
tion of the way in which the Board attempts to bring an over- 
all state of uniformity to the operation and maintenance of 
parks throughout the province, and to assure that non-user 
taxpayers are not compelled to pay the total cost of making 
available services and facilities in parks which they do not 


visit. 


GENERAL DISCUSSIONS 

A request for a grant of $3,000 submitted by the National 
and Borie Parks Association was of necessity turned conn 
because the Board does not have a budget and, therefore, has 
no. funds at.its disposal for any uses. 

| The matter of participation under the Agricultural Rehab- 

ilitation Development Administration of the Government of 
Canada was discussed at several Board meetings, and it was 
agreed that advantage should be taken of this assistance 
wherever possible. Roneenar re several land purchases for 
new provincial parks were placed in this category. 

The Board has continued to fulfil its ee eee as a co- 
ordinating body among the different park administrations 
under the provincial government's direction and assistance. 

Additional information in tabular form is appended to 
this report.
